Dear Mr. Klein: 

As there were no longer any reason to keep the closely related Swedish patent applications 
0601209-e and 0601210-8 (the respective counterpart being US 10/584,560 and 10/584,563) 
secret from a Swedish perspective we asked you, in accordance with the Agreement between the 
United States of America and Sweden, by letter of Dune 4 whether there were any specif xc US 
reasons for us not to rescind the secrecy order, please cf . enclosure. 

In accordance with the Agreement we indicated that we would assume that you had no objections 
if you did not respond by August 10. For reasons un-known to us, you answered (no objection) 
only regarding one of the cases, viz. 0601210-8. 

Based on the above we rescinded the secrecy order on both Swedish patent applications and 
there is therefore no longer any reason to keep the US applications secret as seen from the 
perspective of the Swedish Government/Swedish Defence. We would assume that you therefore 
would rescind the US secrecy order. It is however not for us to tell you how to handle US 
secrecy law. The fact is that the secrecy in USA can no longer rely on a request from Sweden 
based on the Agreement.
